Shaping the future 


An 'aspirational' vision for Newmarket has been 
published, setting the scene for the next 20 years

A VISION of Newmarket as a thriv¬ 
ing and prosperous town in 20 years 
time, with horseracing still at its 
heart, has been revealed. 

The 10 Vision statements’, includ¬ 
ed in a new report, envisage that in 
the next two decades Newmarket 
will have grown in a “sustainable 
and well-balanced” way, with horse 
racing still a “vital” part of it. 

Another states that the town will 
have a “successful and attractive 
High Street” and a “vibrant” market. 

Ben Bolgar, senior director of the 
Prince’s Foundation for Building 
Community, which wrote the report 
on behalf of Newmarket’s town, dis¬ 
trict and county councils, said: “The 
vision is designed to be both aspi- 
rational and practical, setting out 
some relatively straightforward and 
deliverable action steps for improv¬ 
ing the town over the coming years.” 

The report was created with in¬ 
put from the three local authorities 


which funded it as well as residents, 
the racing industry, developers and 
retailers. 

Cllr Lisa Chambers, Suffolk Coun¬ 
ty Council’s deputy leader and coun¬ 
cillor for Newmarket and Red Lodge, 
said the focus on 20 years does not 
mean the document will not deliver 
until then. She said: “I think it’s im¬ 
portant to emphasise that work con¬ 
tinues as of now.” 

Newmarket Town Council, For¬ 
est Heath District Council and the 
county council’s cabinet will be 
asked to endorse the vision state¬ 
ments later this month before meet¬ 
ing with key people and ’delivery 
groups’ to realise the vision. 

Cllr Warwick Hirst, Forest Heath 
cabinet member and councillor 
for Severals, Newmarket, said: “Be¬ 
tween us all we need to find the right 


balance of growth, including meet¬ 
ing the housing needs of local peo¬ 
ple, and this report, which I will be 
encouraging Forest Heath council¬ 
lors to endorse on 10 July, is a good 
starting point.” 

Cllr Rachel Hood, representing 
Newmarket Town Council, said: “I’m 
absolutely certain that the people 
of Newmarket would benefit from 
this joined-up thinking approach. 
There’s a lot to do in Newmarket

and the former piecemeal approach 
to Newmarket with inappropriate 
development and a lack of care for 
the conservation area and a lack of 
understanding about our delicate 
ecosystem here didn’t do the people 
or the town any good.” 

The vision statements also in¬ 
clude that economic growth will 
be encouraged to drive business 
development “in a manner which 
complements Newmarket’s existing 
infrastructure and horse racing in¬ 
dustry”. 

Others articulate that the acces¬ 
sibility of Newmarket’s public open 
space will have improved and the 
town will have “capitalised on its 
unique landscape setting” and that 
the social connection between the 
town’s racing and non-racing com¬ 
munities will have improved.

Council opposes 
bid for 44 homes 


A PLANNING bid for 44 new 
homes in Newmarket has been 
opposed by councillors and a 
top trainer. 

Proposals to construct apart¬ 
ment buildings and town hous¬ 
es at the former makings site 
and convert the kiln and range 
building into homes were rec¬ 
ommended for refusal by mem¬ 
bers of Newmarket Town Coun¬ 
cil’s development and planning 
committee on Monday. 

Speaking at the meeting, 
trainer William Jarvis said he 
was concerned about distur¬ 
bance to the 300 or so horses 
and five trainers who use the 
nearby horsewalk, the horses 
in his turn-out paddocks, his 
privacy and the extra traffic 
the scheme would bring to the 
Fordham Road. 

He said: “I’m greatly con¬ 
cerned at the huge increase in 
traffic on an already congest¬ 
ed road. An extra possibly 80 
cars... would severely add to the 
congestion on the road which 
serves two primary schools,

Waitrose and Tesco and is in¬ 
deed one of the main roads into 
the town.” 

Dr Angela Jones also objected 
to the proposals on behalf of 
Swayne and Partners veterinary 
surgeons, whose Newmarket 
base is between Fordham Road 
and the proposed site. 

In a letter to Forest Heath Dis¬ 
trict Council, she said their pri¬ 
mary concerns were to do with 
parking and access to the devel¬ 
opment. 

She said there is already a 
problem with “inappropriate 
parking” by residents and con¬ 
struction workers in the sur¬ 
gery’s private parking area. She 
said: “I am concerned that with 
the new development that the 
current parking provision will 
be inadequate and, since we are 
the next nearest parking area, 
residents of the new develop¬ 
ment and their visitors will park 
in the surgery car park, making 
the problem much worse.” 


Cllr Chris Turner of Newmar¬ 
ket Town Council said he felt 
the proposals were an over de¬ 
velopment of the area. He said: 
“Although I would like to see 
that area developed, I think it’s 
far too many properties.” 

Planning permission was 
granted in 2008 for residential 
development on the site and a 
number of homes were created 
but the original developer did 
not continue with the project. 

Cleanslate Ltd acquired the 
site last year and its architects 
altered the design of the blocks. 
The number of apartments is 
the same as previously was giv¬ 
en planning permission. 

The town council commit¬ 
tee recommended that the 
planning application should 
be refused on the grounds of 
over-development, a significant 
increase in traffic and the close 
proximity to two schools and 
two yards. 

Forest Heath District Council 
will make a decision on the ap¬ 
plication at a later date.

Councillors

Free School project, at¬ 
tended the meeting to 
speak to members along 
with project team mem¬ 
bers Di Carroll and Claire 
Coe. 

She told the commit¬ 
tee a significant num¬ 
ber of parents choose to

Newmarket for their sec¬ 
ondary schooling and a 
significant resource goes 
with them. 

Julie said: “Parents tell 
us very clearly that the 
reason they send their 
children out of Newmar¬ 
ket is because the educa¬ 
tional standard of exist¬ 
ing provision are not as 
high as they would like.” 

She was quizzed at the 
meeting about whether 
their school would mean 
resources are taken from 
elsewhere.

tached to individual chil¬ 
dren and goes where they 
go. She said: “We are not 
taking funding away from 
anywhere. It’s the funding 
that goes with the child 
that comes with the child 
to our school.” 

Newmarket Free 

School would deliver a 
“traditional, academic 
curriculum”, she said, 
and would not be selec¬ 
tive in terms of ability or 
socioeconomic group. 

Their preferred loca¬ 
tion would be a “won¬ 
derful” empty site in 
Newmarket, she said, but 
it is down to the Depart¬ 
ment for Education (DfE) 
to determine where they 
would be based. 

Subject to approval 
from the DfE, they aim 
to open Newmarket Free 
School in September next 
year.

the wall close to the door about 
6ft further into the shop. 

The business’ wall has been 
jacked up to secure it and the 
area affected has been boarded 
up. 

The shop reopened on Mon¬ 
day. 

Mr Bailey said: “We are not 
back to normal, not by a long 
shot, but we are trying to make 
good out of a bad situation.”

Work starts on home 
and wellbeing centre 


A CELEBRATION has 
marked Mildenhall Col¬ 
lege’s opening as an acad¬ 
emy. 

The formerly state-main¬ 
tained secondary school 
was given the go-ahead to 
convert by the Department 
for Education in March. 

The school’s governors 
voted unanimously for the 
change and parents at the 
school raised no objections. 

Mildenhall College Acad¬ 
emy headteacher Susan 
Byles said it was a “very ex¬ 
citing time for the school”. 
They marked the conver¬ 
sion with a celebration on 
Monday. She said: “In all 
other respects we are just 
keen to get on with the busi¬ 
ness at hand - which is to 
offer the young people for 
whom we are responsible 
the best education we can.” 

The project is sponsored 
by the Academy Transfor¬ 
mation Trust. 

Ms Byles said: “As a school 
with a good Ofsted rating 
we could have converted by 
ourselves but we have cho¬ 
sen to go with a sponsor, the 
Academy Transformation 
Trust, as we believe they will 
be able to offer us a level 
of support that will help us 
move forward more quickly 
than we could on our own. 

“Our aim over the next 
few years is to improve 
standards at GCSE even fur¬ 
ther, develop our Sixth Form 
in its own centre at the Shel- 
drick Way site and begin to 
introduce FE courses which 
will be open to members of 
the local community.” 

The college now has the 
freedom to decide how to 
spend local authority fund¬ 
ing and greater control over 
the school’s curriculum. 


A GROUND breaking cer¬ 
emony has marked the start 
of work on a Mildenhall care 
home and a wellbeing cen¬ 
tre.

The care home and well¬ 
being centre are set to be 
completed by summer next 
year.

Housing plan is 
back on the table 


ANOTHER planning bid for 
Hatchfield Farm could be on the 
horizon more than a year after 
proposals for up to 1,200 homes 
at the site were thrown out. 

A new application for between 
400 and 600 homes on Lord Der¬ 
by's land in north east Newmarket 
is likely to be submitted later this 
year.

a period of significant public con¬ 
sultation.” 

It is envisaged that the homes 
would be built over a 10 to 15-year 
period. 

The controversial original 
scheme was rejected by Secre¬ 
tary of State Eric Pickles on the 
grounds of prematurity following 
a planning inquiry. 

A spokeswoman for Lord Derby 
said they were looking at a much 
smaller potential development on 
part of the site. She said: “There’s 
no question of an application be-

ing made for anything of that size 
at all. It would be a much smaller 
development. We are looking at 
probably between 400 and 600 
homes.” 

She said they knew people were 
going to have concerns but they 
hoped they would be able to ad¬ 
dress some of them. 

The spokeswoman said: “We 
hope that we can reassure quite 
a lot of people by it being a much 
smaller development and there 
will still be the same package of 
improvements that were pro¬ 
posed last time. All of these things 
will be assessed through the plan¬ 
ning process.” 

The exhibitions will be held at 
Newmarket’s Rutland Arms hotel 
on Monday and Tuesday between 
2pm and 8pm.

fences of attempting to supply a 
controlled drug and one of pos¬ 
session of cannabis. 

Mr Sadd said the drugs had 
an estimated street value of up 
to £735. 

Rory Keene, mitigating, said 
Pinner, a father of four, had 
been sending the drugs to a 
friend and, with the cost 
of packing and post¬ 
age, could not have 
hoped to make a 
profit. 

Mr Keene told 
the court the 
amount of drug 
involved had 
been only “mod¬ 
est” and it had been 


an isolated incident. 

Sentencing him, Judge John 
Devaux told Pinner that he ac¬ 
cepted the attempted supply of 
drugs had been to only one per¬ 
son and had not been part of a 
commercial operation. 

Pinner was ordered to com¬ 
plete 180 hours of unpaid com¬ 
munity work within the next 12 
months. 

Judge Devaux told Pin¬ 
ner that he would 
have to return to 
court later this 
year after finan¬ 
cial investigators 
had established 
what value of his 
offending could 
be recovered from 
him.

Memory test roll out 
in dementia battle 


AN iPad-based memory test 
developed by a Bottisham 
company in the fight against 
dementia has been rolled 
out across a region. 

Cambridge Cognition’s

The 10-minute test is de¬ 
signed to reduce the time 
it takes dementia sufferers 
to get diagnosed and allow 
people to be tested routinely 
at their surgeries. 

It is also meant to cut NHS 
costs and waiting lists by al¬ 
lowing the referral of only 
those with issues to memory 
clinics. 


Ruth Keir, CEO of Cam¬ 
brige Cognition, a developer 
of neuropsychological tests, 
which came out of research 
by Cambridge University, 
said: “We are delighted that 
GPs in Guilford and Wa- 
verley are leading in our 
programme of CCG deploy¬ 
ments of CANTABmobile. 

“There has been signifi¬ 
cant interest in the primary 
care sector for the technol¬ 
ogy, with over 60 CCGs cur¬ 
rently trialling the software, 


several currently deployed 
and many more set to roll 
out in the coming months.” 

The technology is based 
on tests previously only 
available to pharmaceutical 
companies and academics.

Mike Kennedy 
was not 
expected to 
live to see 
his son’s first 
birthday. Lisa 
Millard meets 
the family 
man who 
continues 
to defy 
expectations 


M IKE Kennedy remembers 2006 
as a year filled with ups and 
downs. The molecular biologist 
was living and working in Hampshire 
with his wife, Lisa, and, his career was 
going well. While on holiday in Sorrento, 
Italy, Lisa, then 29, found out she was 
pregnant. 

“It was great,” says Mike, smiling ear- 
to-ear at the memory. “We’d not been 
trying for that long so we were over the 
moon.” Life was pretty sweet. 

That year Mike, who was already 
diagnosed with Irritable Bowel 
Syndrome (IBS), went to see his GP 
when his bowel habits changed. “I told 
the doctor that it was frustrating 
because I had to dash to the toilet and, 
sometimes, I didn’t have much warning. 

I was having a lot of pain in my lower 
back which is apparently a very common 
symptom of bowel cancer.” 

Mike, who is 39 and now lives with his 
family in Linton, says, in hindsight, he 
should have asked for a second and third 


opinion on the back pain, but the new 
symptoms were masked by the IBS and 
no further investigation was 
recommended. 

“I know this is very personal,” Mike 
says, laughing softly. “But I’m used to 
talking about details of my bowel 
movements now. I go to church and have 
stood in front of the whole congregation 
talking about my bowels.” 

Even when Mike started bleeding from 
his rectum the doctor suggested it was 
piles, which also provided a handy 
explanation of the back pain. 

“If it was piles, it was damn painful 
piles,” says Mike. “They gave me various 
laxatives and ointments and put me on 
the list to have a sigmoidoscopy (a 
procedure that allows a doctor to look at 
the rectum and sigmoid colon). I saw a 
junior doctor before the appointment to 
chat through my symptoms and 
remember him saying because of my age 
(then 32), there being no family history 
of cancer, because I didn’t smoke and 


looked after myself, he thought I wasn’t 
anyone to worry about and put me to the 
bottom of the list.” 

Mike wasn’t worried and Lisa’s 
pregnancy was shaping up nicely. The 
couple cracked on with some DIY and 
decorating the house. Their home was in 
happy disarray preparing for the arrival 
of the baby. 

When Mike finally went for the 
procedure, in August, he told the nurse 
he expected it to hurt but she reassured 
him that a small amount of pain relief 
would help. But Mike was right: the 
drugs had to be increased just to be able 
to insert the tube even a small part of 
the way. “I was crying out in pain,” says 
Mike. Events did not improve. While 
Mike was still woozy from the drugs and 
lying on a stretcher in the corridor, a 
senior doctor told him he had a large 
growth in his rectum and they had taken 
a biopsy. Mike was told to return a week 
later for a colonoscopy so the medics 
could take a better look. 


“I had ah sorts of things going through 
my mind. I spent every night looking on 
the computer and had convinced myself 
by the end of that week that it was 
cancer. I didn’t say that much to Lisa 
because I didn’t want to burden her,” 
remembers Mike. 

After the colonoscopy Mike met his 
consultant, Lieutenant Colonel Edwards 
(an army doctor) in Lrimley, Hampshire, 
with Lisa and his mother. “He sat us in a 
room and broke the news, but I could 
not believe what I was hearing. I don’t 
remember crying, just not being able to 
take it in. I remember him saying he was 
going to do everything he could do for us 
and that things were going to move very 
fast. Our whole world just fell apart.” 

Mike was 32 and unable to work. Lisa 
was 29 and four months pregnant. “The 
consultant told us a year later that the 
odds were very slim. I was not only 
diagnosed with bowel cancer but had 
secondary tumours on my liver as well. 

It had already spread. 
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“There was no cancer in our family. I 
thought ‘Why am I having this?’... It was 
horrendous for Lisa and my mum: Lisa, 
not knowing if I would be there to bring 
up our son, and my mum not knowing if 
her son would survive.” 

Things did move fast. Mike had an MRI 
and CT scan and in early September had 
to go into hospital to have a stoma and 
colostomy bag fitted. 

“This was the hardest part. I was very 
glad I was married because I didn’t think 
I would be able to get anyone after that. 
Normally people would have counselling 
for this procedure, but they literally told 
me the day before that there was no 
choice and I had to have it.” 

Before the stoma operation, on 
September 6, Mike had another important 
appointment at the same hospital. 
Wearing his NHS pyjamas and pulling a 
hospital stand alongside him, Mike met 
Lisa at the ultrasound department for her 
21-week scan, the morning before his own 
surgery scheduled that afternoon. 

“That kept me going. I remember seeing 
the picture on the screen of our baby and 
seeing clearly that it was a boy. We wanted 
to know the sex because we didn’t know 
then if I was even going to get through the 
next three months. I had to make the 
most of every moment.” 

The next hit came from the oncologist. 
“We’d always hoped to have two children 
but the oncologist said I had to have 
chemo and radiotherapy and, by the time 
I’d had it, I would not be able to have 
children naturally. Even now, when we 
see some of our friends who have three or 
four children, it’s so painful.” 

In October Mike had five weeks of 
medication in tablet form. It floored him. 
Mike and Lisa relied on support from 
friends and family. “Every time we got 
more bad news we would take ourselves 
round to our church leaders, Dave and 
Jane, and bawl our eyes out. Our house 
was in a complete mess and Lisa, who had 
a huge bump, or me, who couldn’t lift 
anything heavier than a kettle, couldn’t 
do anything about it. Our friends in the 
church paid for a decorator to come and 
finish the house and they paid our 
mortgage for a year. People would give us 
anonymous donations and it was always 
at the right time. It was amazing.” 

Mike recalls low points when he sat in 
his baby’s newly-decorated room late at 
night crying. “I didn’t know if I would get 
to be a father to my son.” 

Robbie, was born on January 11,2007. 
Time was significant as the couple and 
their newborn only had three weeks 
together before Mike had to return to 
hospital to have the tumour removed 
from his bowel. “But at least I’d got to 
meet Robbie, to be there at the birth.” 

Mike says the couple operated on 
survival mode. The surgery was followed 
by further chemo and a liver re-section. A 
year of normality was broken in late 2008 
by the news that the cancer was in his 
lymph nodes. “Yet again we were 
devastated. I had a brutal session of 
chemo in early 2009 but my family kept 
me going,” Mike says. “I was fighting to 
stay with my family.”

It looked like the chemo had worked but 
more bad news followed in spring 2010; 
the cancer had reached Mike’s abdomen. 
In 2011 Mike was told he had cancer in his 
back: a rare and inoperable sacral 
tumour. Mike admits there have been 
many moments when he’s thought ‘This is 
it’. 

Lisa says she suffered with depression 
for a time. Watching her husband going 
through chemo was “like watching 
someone you love being tortured. As the 
drugs went in Mike’s personality seeped 
out. He was like a shell. I’ve had to find 
my own way of dealing with things and 
learn to let other people help us. I’ve had 
therapy to help me carve a life out not 
defined by cancer. It can consume you”. 

A trained singer, Lisa, when not holding 
family life together, is working towards 
her operatic dream. As Mike and I chat in 
the living room I can hear Lisa humming 
tunefully in the kitchen. 

Throughout his illness Mike has worked 
when his health allowed. He’s survived 
redundancies and relocations - even 
when you have cancer life doesn’t make 
allowances. Macmillan helped Mike and 
Lisa apply for financial help when they 
needed it. 

The couple moved to Linton in 2011, 
where they have set up home and 
transferred Mike’s hospital care to the 
Nuffield, Cambridge, when Mike’s job 
moved to Granta Park. He praises Pfizer 
for their support and is thankful that his 
healthcare policy allows him access to 
drugs he would not have got on the NHS. 
Mike and Lisa also see a psychologist to 
help them come to terms with their 
situation. “I think his positive attitude is a 
big part of why Mike’s still here,” says 
Lisa. “And he has a very strong bond with 
Robbie. They are very close.” 

In 2007 Mike was told there was only a 
50 per cent chance of surviving the next 
five years. But Mike’s still here. Earlier 
this year, his consultant recommended 
Cyberknife, a new system that accurately 
targets radiotherapy to a specific area, 
followed by six cycles of chemotherapy. 
Over the last three years Mike has 
watched as, one by one, all the traditional 
bowel cancer chemotherapy agents have 
stopped working. He is now on a drug 
only approved in the UK in March and his 
third cycle of six starts the day after this 
interview. 

Despite everything, Mike looks healthy 
and his outlook remains positive. Robbie 
is now 6 and adores his dad. There is joy 
among the suffering: Robbie’s first 
birthday, father’s day, family holidays and 
a surprise birthday party organised by 
Linton United Reform Church to celebrate 
Mike’s 39th birthday. 

“People at church are amazing and can’t 
do enough for us,” Mike beams. Robbie’s 
happy at school and is, Lisa says, “a lovely, 
caring, sensitive little boy”. There’s a lot to 
live for. 

The future is uncertain and, while the 
much wished-for, and prayed-for, 
outcome is not guaranteed, Mike is not a 
man for giving up. “Most of the time I am 
an optimistic and upbeat person,” he 
says. “The drugs are still working. It could 
still be a happy ending.”

‘Curious’ push 
draws visitors

A TOURISM campaign criti¬ 
cised for making Suffolk look 
ridiculous has reached 1.5 mil¬ 
lion people. 

During the 14 weeks of the 
Curious County campaign, 
28,000 people interacted online 
with the campaign designed to 
attract visitors to Suffolk. 

Earlier this year, Central Suf¬ 
folk MP Dr Dan Poulter said 
it was the kind of slogan “that 
could damage the county for 
years to come”. While Bury St 
Edmunds MP David Ruffley 
had said: “This slogan is idiotic 
and meaningless, if not poten¬ 
tially dangerous for the tourism 
industry.” 

But Alex Paul, general man¬ 
ager of Suffolk Secrets, one of 
the sponsors of Visit Suffolk’s 
campaign, said the initiative 
had given Suffolk a “fantastic 
marketing opportunity”. 

He said: “We know that the 
domestic tourism marketplace 
is a crowded one, so having a 
campaign as unique as the Cu¬ 
rious County has enabled us to

A touch of magic 



DRAGONS, princesses and a bird catcher called 
Papegeno; the Cambridge Youth Opera are setting the 
bar rather high for their latest magical production. 

The troupe of 12 - 20-year-olds are performing 
Mozart's The Magic Flute at Cambridge Junction this 
week - and it is only be their second ever production 
created as a group (they performed Purcell's Dido and 
Aeneas last year). 

A cross between a pantomime and an opera, The 
Magic Flute was written to be funny, and if the basic 
plot is anything to go by, it's definitely going to be a 
whirlwind adventure... 

It tells the rambling tale of Prince Tamino who gets lost 
in a mysterious forest owed by the Queen of the Night, 
and encounters three strange ladies who slay a dragon. 
The Prince isn't particularly well behaved though and 
gets sent on a quest to rescue the beautiful Princess 
Pamina from the clutches of the evil Sarastro with his 
haphazard friend Papageno (who happens to be all 
dressed in feathers).

"The story is a bit bizarre," director Caroline 
Coetzee admits. "You don't want to start checking for 
continuity!” 

The whole production - from design, lighting, stage 
managing and the live performance - has been put 
together by the team of more than 40 local youngsters. 
They've been working on it since last autumn and a 
"hugely talented" Cambridge University student from 
Comberton, Alastair Chilvers, is set to conduct it. 

When it comes to the staging, expect some rather 
surprising tricks - all we can tell you is there's a 7.5m 
silver dragon and lots of nifty, light-related special 
effects involved. 

All Caroline will say is: "The wonderful thing about 
opera is - I mean, the story is completely ridiculous, it's 
totally over the top - that goes for a lot of opera, and 


it means you can put a lot of things into the staging of 
it. You're not trying to create something natural, which 
means for the costume designer, or the lighting designer, 
they can have a vast amount of fun." 

They are also all about giving young people a chance to

"They are an extraordinarily lovely group of young 
people, they really are," says Caroline, describing how 
committed and dedicated the cast are, even holding 
their own out-of-hours rehearsals.

(I2A, IIS mins) 

NOTHING is what it seems 
in Louis Letterier’s high- 
stakes game of cat and mouse 
between four crowd-pleasing 
Las Vegas illusionists and the 
FBI. 

Every narrative twist could 
be a double-bluff, every 
failure a carefully orchestrated 
diversion and every flirtation a 
calculated exercise in audience 
manipulation. 

Screenwriters Ed Solomon, 
Boaz Yakin and Edward 
Ricourt hold all the aces and 
for the opening 30 minutes, 
their collective sleight of hand 
dazzles and intrigues in equal 
measure. Now You See Me 
sets up the tricks, engineers 
them with elan and coolly 
reveals the ingenious method 
behind the on-stage madness. 

The prologue introduces us 
to close-up conjurer Daniel 


Atlas (Jesse Eisenberg), 
escapologist Henley Reeves 
(Isla Fisher), mentalist Merrit 
McKinney (Woody Harrelson) 
and street magician Jack 
Wilder (Dave Franco). Each 
performer receives a Tarot card 
bearing the same information: 
"March 29, 4:44pm 45 East 
Evan St. NY, NY". 

As instructed, the quartet 
arrives at an apartment in New 
York, where a dazzling light 
show reveals an illusion that 
will stun the world. One year 
later, Daniel, Henley, Merrit 
and Jack are reborn as The 
Four Horsemen. 

In front of a live audience, 
they choose an audience 
member at random and 
magically transport their 
stooge to a bank in Paris to 
raid millions from the vault. 
With their sponsor Arthur 
Tressler (Michael Caine) and 
renowned sceptic Thaddeus 


Bradley (Morgan Freeman) 
watching in the aisles, Daniel, 
Henley, Merrit and Jack pull 
off this seemingly impossible 
feat. 

Within hours, they are 
under arrest and facing 
interrogation by FBI Agent 
Dylan Rhodes (Mark Ruffalo), 
who doesn't want the case, 
nor the added distraction of 
Interpol agent Alma Dray 
(Melanie Laurent). The 
cops quickly learn that they 
underestimate the magicians 
at their peril. 

Ignore the gaping plot holes 
and Now You See Me is a lot 
of fun. 

The film's pivotal nugget 
of information becomes 
blindingly obvious well before 
Letterier engineers the big 
reveal, but it doesn't greatly 
temper our enjoyment, simply 
giving us more time to piece 
everything together. 
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Hidden 

treasures? 


BEFORE you chuck out your old gardening tools or 
that urn you inherited from your grandmother, check 
out their value because Jonty Hearnden, presenter of 
the BBCI show Cash In The Attic , says you could be 
sitting on a goldmine. He reckons you may be able to 
sell anything from old paving slabs to large concrete 
urns, ancient tools, aged 
weathervanes and benches for 
hundreds - or even thousands. 

People who've inherited 
property or are clearing houses 
for relatives are the most likely 
candidates to find an Aladdin's 
cave of treasure in the garden. 

"The most common items 
that may be lying around are 
garden urns or statuary of the 
20th century, the moulded urns 
and the moulded figurines and 
birdbaths which you think are 
just old and don't have any value/' he says. 

"Actually, there's a very good second-hand 
value for those items because dealers and interior 
designers like urns which look really weathered. 

They might only be 20 to 40 years old, but there's 
a definite market for antique-looking reproduction 
garden urns and other items." 

Such items may be made of concrete, otherwise 
known as reconstituted stone, and the ones fetching 


the most money have an 18th or 19th century feel 
to them, he says. 

"I went into a shop the other day where there 
were four identical urns that were 2ft tall by 1ft 
wide with box bushes in them. They looked a million 
dollars and they were probably around £400 each." 

Birdbaths, weathervanes and 
other ephemera all have a value, 
he says. "You could easily get 
£100 for a birdbath in an auction 
sale. It has to be weathered so 
that it doesn't look new, which 
can take a few years." 

Coalbrookdale garden 
benches, which are made of 
highly ornate and Victorian- 
looking cast iron, are extremely 
sought-after items which can 
fetch between £3,000-£6,000, 
he observes. The 19th century 
benches are often stamped Coalbrookdale or C-B 
Dale Co, and the seat is probably made of timber 
slats." People may be sitting on a fortune because 
they just don't realise how expensive these benches 
are," Jonty says. 

There is also a market for old garden tools, desired 
for their craftsmanship. "Garden tools have a certain 
value. Don't just throw them away. There will be 
somebody out there who wants them because they

just love the feel of old wooden handles and cast 
metalware that's not made to the same standard 
today. Good places to sell those sorts of objects are 
eBay and car boot sales, as people will often pay 
between £10-£30 for old, good quality forks and 
trowels if they look presentable. Expect to get less 
on eBay. Go for the car boot sale if you're selling 
anything under £20." 

Also, in a house that is Victorian or older, don't 
forget to look down, people will pay good money 
for garden edging tiles from the 19th century. 
Undamaged marble is especially lucrative and will 
fetch thousands, while urns and ornaments can 
make the top hundreds. 


Now, a new website, cashintheattic.com, has 
been launched to help people value their items. 

After uploading a few snaps of items to the website, 
experts will value their worth, charging from £5 per 
valuation. The site can help visitors research pricing 
and provenance. 

Even garden gnomes may fetch a price in the 
future, Jonty adds. Like the William and Kate 
gnomes at this year's RHS Chelsea Flower Show. 

"Those will be worth an absolute fortune one day, 
simply because they were the first garden gnomes 
allowed in to the Chelsea Flower Show and due to 
the subject matter and the fact that she's pregnant 
with the next in line to the throne, boy or girl."

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Roads ‘fail’ fears 


MUCH of the local road net¬ 
work could become unusable 
should there be more flooding 
or another severe winter, high¬ 
ways bosses are warning, writes 
Peter Woodman. 

Crumbling carriageways are 
costing small businesses £5 bil¬ 
lion a year and some local roads 
might have to close unless more 
Government money is made 
available for resurfacing, said 
the Local Government Associa¬ 
tion (LGA). 

It said that last year council 
highways teams fixed 2.2 mil¬ 
lion potholes - 500,000 more 
than the year before. 

But the LGA said that, despite 
these efforts, the backlog of re¬ 
pairs was growing longer, now 
estimated at £10.5 billion with 
one in five roads classed as be¬ 
ing in “’poor condition”. 

It added that alongside “dec¬ 


ades of under-investment from 
government”, the key factor was 
recent freezing weather and 
flooding which has caused an 
estimated £1 billion damage. 

The LGA said: “Further severe 
weather could now lead to a tip¬ 
ping point in many areas where 
roads will become so damaged 
they will have to close.” 

The LGA has written to Chief 
Secretary to the Treasury Dan¬ 
ny Alexander asking him to 
provide greater capital funding 
for road maintenance “to turn 
around the spiralling decline”. 

Peter Box, chairman of the 
LGAs economy and trans¬ 
port board, said: “The case for 
proper funding to resurface our 
roads is a no-brainer. 

“The short-termist approach 
of successive governments of 
underfunding local road main¬ 
tenance, coupled with severe 


weather over recent years, has 
taken its toll. Now we’re fac¬ 
ing unprecedented budget cuts, 
things are only getting worse - 
something plain for all drivers 
to see.” 

He went on: “Despite their 
best efforts, many councils are 
trapped in a false economy of 
reactive repairs while managing 
a spiralling compensation bill, 
all the time praying it doesn’t 
flood or freeze. 

“Government cutting fund¬ 
ing for roads is a very high-risk 
strategy as the longer you keep 
simply patching up a deterio¬ 
rating surface, the more vul¬ 
nerable it becomes to severe 
weather. 

“Unless something changes, 
we risk swathes of Britain’s 
road network becoming danger¬ 
ously strewn with potholes or 
collapsing completely.”

Huffs hot stuff in Portugal 


ROB Huff concluded a scorching 
weekend in Porto, Portugal with 
second place in the second World 
Touring Car Championship race at 
the Circuit da Boavista street track. 

On the hottest day of the year 
in Portugal, with temperatures 
in the shade reaching 30C, the 
Newmarket-based driver had to 
settie for fifth place in the first race 
as Yvan Muller consolidated his 
lead at the top of the standings with 
victory 

The reigning champion then 
finished second in race two, 
which was won by fellow Briton 
James Nash. “To achieve a third 
podium finish for my ALL-INKL. 
COM Munnich Motorsport team in 
its maiden season in the WTCC is 
just incredible,” said Huff. 

“I said at the start of the year that 
we’d take any results I could get, 
but the team has worked tirelessly 
and the results we have achieved 
together have far exceeded my 
expectations. 

“This weekend has been 
scorchio, to say the least! It’s fair to 
say that the temperatures went up 
by quite a few degrees in the cock¬ 
pit during that last race - I worked 
hard to deny Michel (Nykjaer) of 
second place in what was an enter¬ 
taining battle. 

“It’s a great way to conclude the 
European leg of the season and I 
expect more of the same next time 
out in Argentina.” 

A strong start to the weekend’s 
opening WTCC encounter saw Huff 
dispatch James Thompson’s LADA 
Sport Granta for seventh place at 
turn two. Huff immediately set 


after Norbert Michelisz in sixth 
place, applying unrelenting 
pressure until a glancing blow with 
the barriers took the Hungarian out 
of contention on lap two. 

Huff squeezed every ounce 
of performance from his 
Oreca-engined SEAT Leon and 
used every inch of the narrow, 
bumpy and unforgiving street track 
in a bid to bridge the sizeable gap 
to the leading quintet. 

The ALL-INKL.COM Munnich 
Motorsport driver eased away from 
Thompson as the laps wore on, 
inheriting fifth place when Gabriele 
Tarquini’s Honda Civic suffered a 
terminal mechanical failure 
before the Safety Car was deployed on 
lap 10. 

A high-speed procession en¬ 
sued when the race was restarted 
with one lap to go. But while Huff 
was on terms with Pepe Oriola’s 
Chevrolet, he was unable to mount a 
challenge and received the 
chequered flag in fifth place. 

With a reversed grid imple¬ 
mented for the second race, Huff 
started from row two behind Nash’s 
Chevrolet and fellow ALL-INKL. 
COM racer Marc Basseng. 

From a standing start, Huff 
went wheel-to-wheel with his 
team-mate through turn one 
to latch on to the rear of Nash’s 
Bamboo Engineering Chevy. 

The leading pair made a break 
from the rest of the field, until a 
charging Nykjaer was released 
from behind Basseng at around the 
midway point. 

The Dane swiftly surged up to 
the rear of Huff’s SEAT Leon, which 



was beginning to struggle in the 
heavy braking zones. 

Huff had his hands full during the 
latter stages of the 11-lap race but 
valiantly protected second place, 
while Basseng became something 
of a distraction for Nykjaer by 
filling the Nika Racing driver’s 
rear-view mirrors. 

Muller, who was seventh in race 
two, leads the drivers’ standing 
with 282 points. Nykjaer is second 
with 160, with Nash third on 138 
and Huff fourth with 135. 

The FIA World Touring Car 
Championship now heads to 
Argentina’s Autodromo Termas de 
Rio Hondo on August 3-4.

He also recently purchased Naas 
Listed winner Sandiva, who Dettori 
partnered when second in the Albany 
Stakes at Royal Ascot. 

Dettori, whose long and successful 
partnership with Godolphin came to 
end last autumn, is delighted to have 
his new position confirmed. 

He said: “I’m thrilled to have taken a 
job for an outstanding new owner and 
I’m looking forward to the association.” 


Al Thani, who also has the Marco 
Botti-trained Planteur in his Brit¬ 
ish-based team, owns the Haras de 
Bouquetot stud farm in Normandy. 

“I went over to Chantilly and had a 
nice meeting with Sheikh Joaan. We've 
started an agreement and I’m looking 
forward to this new venture for me,” 
said Dettori. “I rode a couple of horses 
for him at Royal Ascot and he was very 
interested to have my service. I had 
a long talk with him. He seems a very 
ambitious owner. 

“He’s got plenty of horses and he's got 
plans to expand, so it’s a good opportu¬ 
nity for me to get back in the big league. 

“I had no plans but this opportu¬ 
nity came along. Sheikh Joann plans to 
be a big player in racing and with my 
experience, I hope I can help him. 

“He’s got plenty of good horses 
around Europe and let’s hope we can 
start well. 


“I feel well, I feel fit. It was hard to 
come back in the middle of the season. 
The good horses have been taken but, 
nevertheless, you’ve got to start build¬ 
ing a new business and slowly we are 
getting into top gear.” 

Despite Dettori being signed up as 
retained rider, it is expected Richard 
Hughes will keep the ride on Sheikh 
Joaan Al Thani’s horses in training 
with Richard Hannon - most notably 
Toronado and Olympic Glory.
